We now reproduce an extract from Gen- 
eral Grant’s instructions to General Meade, 
commanding in Georgia, written April 28, 
1868. It would be a shameful tergiversa-

I have carefully read your letter of the 
16th of April and its inclosures. I see 
nothing in them to change my opinion, as 
expressed to you in my dispatch of March

eres electeu under any so-called State au-

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Gov. Palmer’s Speech. 
Governor Palmer, of Illinois, made a 
speech at the Republican Convention, in 
Springfield. Among other refreshing 


things he said: 

There is no doubt but the Republican 
party, to-day, possesses in the highest pos- 
sible degree the confidence of the Ameri- 
can people. Every intelligent Democrat 
knows, and candid Democrats admit, that 
no party in this, or any other free country, 
has earned such claims to the public con- 
fidence for accomplishing such noble 
things for mankind as has the Republican 
party. 

Yes, it has overthrown civil law; hung 
Mrs. Surratt for what she didn’t do; fought 
to preserve the Union, and then broke it 
afterwards; increased the public debt in 
peace; disgruntled the national navy; re- 
duced the national export; put military 
above civil law, and—but we have'nt space 
to tell all of its noble things.

and Tennessee, and within less than three 
hundred miles of the central line of the 
eclipse. We arrived at Bristol, without ac- 
cident, Friday evening at 6 o’clock, and 
very soon became acquainted with the 
various parties which had assembled there 
for the same purpose as ourselves.

Cutts, of the 
United States Coast Survey, had been there 
about two weeks, and had made such pre- 
parations as enabled them to observe with 
the extreme of accuracy. They had con- 
structed a temporary observatory, with 
transit instrument and clock, and it Wasa 
source Of great interest to notice with what 
accuracy they measured the time of a star's 
transit across the meridian, even down to 
the tenth of asecond. But, such things as 
this are of more interest to a spectator 
than to a reader. and I, therefore, simply 
say, furtheron this subject, that they Mist | 
kindly furnished us with the data which 
they had obtained from observation and 
computation, such as the mean time and 
latitude of Bristol, the calculated times of 
the various phases of the eclipse, etc., which 
we were prevented from obtaining, for 
ourselves, by the short interval of time 
which elapsed between our arrival and 
the beginotng of the eclipse. 

And while on the subject of thanks, it 
becomes me to acknowledge our indebted- 
ness to Governor Bullock for the interest 
which he manédfested in securing our party 
free passage over the railroads from At- 
lanta to Bristol. 

But to return to the ee in hand. 
Saturday morning came, and with it came 
the prospect of acloudy day. Thesun was 
visible only at occasional intervals during 
the whole forenoon, which circumstance 
interfered considerably with Prof. Charbon- 
nier’s altitude measurements with the sex- 
tant. Nothing daunted by the clouds, 
however, we selected our position on the 
summit of a bare hill, which commanded a 
fine view of the whole heavens,clear down 
to the horizon. We mounted our tclescope, 
which, by the way, was the finest instru- 
mentin the place, being six feet focal length, 
and having an aperture of 4'¢ inches, and 
prepared to observe. We had fully done 
our part of the preparatory work by noon, 
even down to stretching a rope around our 
instruments, to keep curious inquirers at 
such a distance 1s should be not only re- 
spectful to our party, but also necessary. to 
the success of our observations. 

All that we now asked was for the clouds 
to disperse and give us a fair showing. 
This they soon did, to our great satisfaction, 
and before the afternoon had fairly begun 
the sun was shining out with intense splen- 


stray cloud. 

Prof. Broun availed himself of the time 
which elapsed before the eclipse to map 
down the spots on the sun’s disc, and Prof. 
Charbonnier also had ample opportunity to 
redeem his futile attempts of the morning 
with the sextant. The rest of us busied 
ourselves variously, in assisting the pro- 
fessors, keeping the little folks out of our 
ring, studying a map of the heavens, etc., 
until about half an hour before the time 
predicted for the eclipse to begin, when we 
were assigned to our several posts, with 
paper, pencil and watches. Messrs. Bean 
and White were placed in front, to take notes 
on everything which could possibly come 
under their observation in connection with 
the eclipse, such as the appearance of 
the on ag the effect on animals, 
etc.. while Mr. Van Epps and I were 
retained in the rear to count time. Mr. 


observing with his theodolite, and myself 
for Prof. Broun, with his telescope. 

At 39 minutes past four, the last cloud 
passed before the sun, and then the whole 
western hemisphere cleared away beauti- 
fully, with the exception of a large cloud 
toward the north, which threatened some, 
but did not interfere in the slightest. The 
first contact was calculated by Gen. Cutts’ 
periy to take place at 4 o’clock, 43 m. and 

6 sec.,P. M. A few minutes before this 
time, every man in our party became in- 
tensely silent. The crowd outside of our 
ropes caught the contagion and kept per- 
fectly quiet, cach one with his smoked 
glass before his eye, doubtless thinking 
that something terrible was going to hap- 
pen. Our two Professors were looking in- 
tently at the sun, through their respective 
telescopes, while Mr. Van Epps and I were 
as intently looking at our watches and 
counting the seconds. The silence was 
soon by the word “Time” being pro- 
nounced simultaneously by our two ob- 
servers. We immediately recorded it—4 
o’clock, 42 m. and 45 sec., and on compar- 
ing it with the computed data furnished us, 
found a discrepancy of 9 seconds, as you 
perceive. This was doubtless owing to the 
error of our watches, which were set with 
the chronometer at the observatory several] 
hours previous. However,it was near 
enough to convince us that the eclipse was 
no humbug, and Prof. Broun gave expres- 
sion to his satisfaction by saying that it 
came to time beautifully. 

We now had time to draw a long breath, 
seat ourselves back comfortably in our 
chairs, and take a leisurely view of the sun 
as its bright disc was gradually clipped 
away by the dark object passing directly 
across it. We could now look arounda lit- 
tle and observe things in general, before 
the next great event of the day came off, 
viz: the total obscuration. 


The main feature which now interested 
us was the roughened edge of the moon 
which appeared distinctly serrated through 
our largér telescope, while projected on the 
sun’s disc. These mountains and valleys 
are never visible except when the moon 
stands out on this bright back ground. 


At twenty-two minutes past five, the 
wind which had been blowing briskly from 
the north, lulled to a gentle breeze, and the 
general quiet of all nature, combined with 
the hazy uncertainty of the light which 
seemed to be struggling through the at- 
mosphere, produced that peculiar appear- 
ance in nature which precedes a violent 
storm, and was well calculated to impress 
us with asense of the sublime, which be- 
came more and more intense, as the dark 
shadow approached. The rapidity of the 
moon’s motion, seemed to inerease as the 
bright crescent of the sun thinned away 
into a narrow line of light. All were si- 
lent again, but this time the stillness 
seemed to result from a feeling caused by 
the commingled impression of the awful

The Method and Benefit of Deep 
Culture. 


LETTER FROM MR. GUSTIN. 


VINEVILLE, August 4, 1869. 

Editors Telegraph: 1 feel embarrassed by 
the prominence which has been given my 
cotton patch, in the Telegraph, as you are 
aware that I have no taste for a public con- 
troversy with those who advocate a differ- 
ent culture. But as you and some of your 
readers seem anxious to get more informa- 
tion about it, I will try to describe, as 
briefly as possible, my method of culture 
on this patch. 

[am thoroughly convinced, from expe- 
rience, that the benetits of deep ploughing 
in winter and spring are lost,to a great 
extent, if it is not followed up by deep cul- 
ture afterward. Because the ground soon 
becomes hard and compact underneath, if 
only the surface soil is cultivated in a shal- 
low manner; the disadvantages of which } 
will speak hereafter. 

The cotton patch in question is on a gen- 
tle slope of a red hill, and more soil has 
been washed from it to the lands below 
than has been Washed upon if from those 
above. It is free from stones and stumps, 
but was nearly as hard asa brick when it 
was ploughed for the first time,in the early 
part of May last. 

Before ploughing, I sowed upon it 
broadcast * Gustin’s Superphosphate,” at 
the rate of 500 pounds per acre. With four 
mules to one of Brinley’s largest sized 
prairie pres Pm it was ploughed 8 inches 
deep, followed in the same furrow by a sub- 
soil plough, running twelve inches deep. 
The same quantity of superphosphate was 
again sown broadcast and harrowed in. 
The soil was thus pretty thoroughly pul- 
verized and disintegrated to the depth of 
eighteen or twenty inches, and enriched 
with superphosphate at the rate of 1,000 
pounds per acre. 

You will say that thatis pretty expen- 
sive. ButI will venture to say that this 
land will produce twice as much cotton 
and as much corn.asthe best land on a 
plantation in Floyd county which sold for 
$100 per acre a few weeks ago. 

After harrowing, it was checked off with 
a small plough, 3x6 feet, in which the seed 
were planted—a single plant only was left 
toa hill—and covered with a hoe, which 
was the only work done with a hoe—as the 
subsequent culture was done entirely with 
Mape’s Subsoil Lifter and a horze hoe. It 
has been cultivated four times with the 
subsoil lifter and twice with the horse hoe. 

This subsoil lifter is made with wrought 
iron—is light, and can easily be drawn by 
a single mule or horse where the ground 
has been previously subsoiled. From its 

culiar construction it turns no furrow, 

ut works under the ground likea mole, to 
the depth of about fifteen inches—slightly 
raising the soil as it moves along. The 
soil in falling back is pulverized at least a 
foot on either side of its track. 

The horse hoe is an improvement on the 
cultivator, and effectually destroys all 
weeds, and thoroughly pulverizes the sur- 
face soil. 

At the first working of the cotton the 
subsoil lifter was run four times between 
the rows the wide way—three times thie 
second—twice the third time—and once at 
the last working, running as closely as pos- 
sible to the plants every time. 

There is no danger of destroying or in- 
juring the roots by this method of culture, 
if the plough is notrun so near that the 
swingle-tree breaks the branches—on the 
contrary, it is the ‘very best preparation 
for the rapid multiplication and extension 
of the small fibrous roots which are the 
feeders of the plants. 

This deep culture must be kept up from 
the beginning. If éhe roots are prevented 
from growing downwards by the hardness 
and poverty of the soil below, and are 
forced to extend themselves only near the 
surface, deep ploughing, under such cir- 
cumstances, would undoubtedly mutilate 
these roots to the injury of the plant, and 
cause it to shed its fruit. 

This cotton is now about five and a half 
feet high, and where the stand is perfect. 
the branches meet in ever direction, and 
are so heavily laden with fruit that some 
branches are splitting off with the weicht. 

It was planted on the 9th of May, and 
has grown rapidly from the start. It was 
not injured in the least by the drought, and 
at that time not a single fallen boll, square 
or form could be found. Since the rains I 
have noticed a few fallen squares. Plants 
growing on a soil cultivated so deeply can 

ardly be injured by drought, and are ben- 
efitted in various other ways. 

It must be remembered that the atmos- 
phere is the great store-house from which 
plants derive at least nine-tenths of the 
substance of which they are composed. 
Ammonia is constantly escaping into the 
atmosphere from decaying animal and 
vegetable matter. Carbonic acid gas and 
water are largely diffused in the atmos- 
phere, and the hotter the weather, the more 
water is held in suspension. We all know 
how large a portion of a tree is charcoal or 
carbon, and that when itis burnt and com- 
bines with the oxygen of the atmosphere 
and becomes carbonic acid gas—and invis- 
ible gas eg gg into the atmosphere— 
how little left behind as a residuum. 
That little is the productofthesoil. What 
has disappeared is substance, derived from 
the atmosphere. 

Now, if the soil be deeply pulverized, so 


as to allow a free circuiation of the atmos- 
pone through it, the watery vapor is con- 


ensed by coming into contact with the 


cool substratum of the earth, on the same 


principle that the atmosphere. condenses 
sides of a pitcher filled with cold.

Mysteries Unveiled. 


The linen under garments so grateful to 
the wearer at this season, are expensive 
when first purchased, but are adopted by 
many on the score of economy, as they are 
far more durable than those made of muslin. 
Among the standard brands Richardson’s 
linen is most in favor at the furnishing 
houses. It is the best to select soft linen, 
without dressing. This is ready for the 
needle, and it is said to be proof against 
shrinkage, but a careful seamstress will 
have it rubbed through cold water before 
cutting into ET“ that require to be 
very accurately fitted. The linen usually 
bought for ladies’ chemises and gowns costs 
from seventy-five cents to one dollar a 
yard. A heavier article is used for draw- 
ers. Four anda half yards is the |. 
purchased fora suitof chemise and draw- 
ers for a person of medium size. Five 
yards make a plain sacque gown, and six 
yards the yoke gown preferred for linen. 

Tucks and puffs are the most substantial 
trimmings. Diagonal and horizontal 
tucks are worn, but the perpendicular 
tucks have the preference this season for 
chemise bands, drawers, gowns, and skirts. 
Puffs are inserted diagonally and in me- 
dallions, anarrow strip of straight muslin 
being stitched on the outside of the gar- 
ment, at the edges of the pas. to hide the 
seams and strengthen them. Coventry 
ruffling, with selvedge on each side, and 
the Alexandra frills scalloped and prepared 
for gathers, are much used on plain under- 
clothing. For better garments, we prefer 
ruffles hemmed by hand or machine, with 
rolled rutiles overseamed to the garment. 
The best material for ruffling is a thick 
quality of linen cambric, such as is sold 
for one dollar anda half totwo dollars a 
yard. Fime sheer cambric does not wear 
well. Nansook and mull ee are soon 
rabbed out in washing ped-on<

edging, a mere scallop, is the prettiest finish 
for linen ruitles. 

Imported chemises of finest linen are 
made in sacque shape, with sleeves and 
skirt in one. The pointed bands are two 
inches wide, and made without opening in 
front. Stout figures should wear sacque 
chemises, as they have no superfious full- 
ness. Whensleeves are made separately, 
they have shaped gussets, One seam under 
the arm sufficing for the sleeve. To dis- 
pense with separate corset cover, a deep 

int like yoke is attached to the front and 
faok of tlie chemise band, and Ieft separate 
below to fall over the corsets. The fall 
should be richly trimmed and made deep 
enough to reach the waist. <A cluster of 
tucks above the hem is the only trimming 
admissible upon the skirt. Drawers are 
buttoned on the sides, and worn narrow 
and short, reaching just below the knee. 
They should be trimmed to match the 
chemise. Corset-covers, or under-bodies, 
have short darts in front, and are sloped 
over the hips. The trimming around the 
neck is two or three inches in depth. The 
sleeves are a single short puff, or else en- 
tirely formed of trimming. Camisoles for 
morning wear are loose short sacques of 
Irish linen or of cambric, trimmed with 
tucks, embroidery and lace. They are 
worn for neglige costume, and to breakfast 
at one’s own home. Dressing sacques for 
covering the shoulders while making the 
toilette are of ecru or unbleached linen‘ 
with needle-worked scallops of blue or 
scarlet.—Harper’s Bazar.
